Senator Tliratn .John- 
son -of California haa demonstrated 
in a remarkably short time that his 
following la no accidental thing nor 
ephemeral grouping of elements in 
the republican partv. His campaign 
has drawn to hi9 standard certain 
groups which show uncomfortable 
signs of revoltjjig from the repub- 
lican party if their -wishes do not pre- 
vail.

something more than a passing al- 
eg-iance to what Hiram Johnson has 
oeen preaching. From the viewpoint 
of the democrats and friends of the.

the 


treaty from being revived or 
the 
league of nations from being estab- 
lished with or without reservations. 
Hie-Democratic Viewpoint 


As Johnson grows, the democrats 


grow jubilant. They see the senator 
from California developing- definite 
lines of cleavage. 
They have main- 


tained from the beginning that the 
republican 
party 
wanted 
neither 
treaty nor league, and the vote given 
Johnson has enabled the democrats 
to point to Johnson's views as th 
prevalent thought of the rank and 
file of the republican party. 
This 
fits in with President Wilson's desire 
to make the treaty an issue and to 
brush aside the republican argtnnpnt 
that Mr. Wilson would not accept the 
L.od°-e reservations. 
The president 


has looked upon Senator Johnson as 
representing the opposition to the 
treaty and In order to give the next 
election the character 
"of a refer- 
endum," his hope is naturally that 
Senator Johnson will win the repub- 
lican nomination. 
But Brother Johnson 
isn't alto- 
gether satisfactory to the conserva- 
tives in the republican party. They 
accuse him of radicalism. His friends 
respond that Hiram, is a liberal and 
a safe one at that—and if the repub- 
licans don't take Johnson they are 
likely to get a democratic radical, 
which is supposed to be a worse fate 
than would be in store for the coun- 
try if the California senator were 
elected. looking to Hoover 
The republicans, however, 
know 


very well that the extreme views of 
Johnson on the peace treaty would 
be embarrassing, for it he were the 
nominee it would remove the cry for

They point to Herbert Hoover as a 
jrogresslve republican and a west- 
erner. The California primaries wiij 
show that he has strength in both 
parties. The more Johnson appears 
js the "menace" to conservative re- 
publicanism the more necessary will 
t be to pick someone who con pre- 
vent Johnson from forming a third 
party. 
Hoover is popular outside of 
he political organizations. 
He is, 
moreover, liked by business men, who 
jelieve his judgment would be more 
n sympathy with large business en- 
erprise and would 
encourage 
in- 


dividual Initiative more than would 
that of the radical senator from Ca-1- 
fornia.

WHY SUGAR IS HIGH. 


The entire crop of Cuban sugar was offered to 


t.he sugar equalization..board last summer at 4% 
cents a pound. It is quoted and ships are being 
loaded -with the raw product at Cuban ports now 
at 13.83 cents a pound. "While the negotiations 
were going on and .the president ot the United 
States was being importuned to give the sugar 
board authority to proceed with the purchase. 
Attorney General Palmer authorized a price of 17 
to IS cents for Louisiana, sugar. This -was the 
beginning o£ price-raising which has continued 
almost unbroken since. 
Cuban sugar in great 


quantities went to Louisiana, was refined and 
sold iit the prlce"fixed by the attorney general 
with a very large profit. Failure to purchase the 
C'uban crop will cost the people of the United 
States close to a billion dollars. The complete 
failure of the government control has been ap- 
parent at every step. 
Only a few weeks after 


the government was prosecuting Pittsburgh and 
other sugar dealers for selling sugar at 13 and 15 
cents a pound, the highest ofTtcci- of the adminis- 
tration of justice permitted the differential to 
17 and.JS cents in favor of Louisiana. We are 
paying the price—a hard, bitter price for that 
.permit and the breaking- of government control 
of sugar. Nor is the president alone responsible. 
Congress failed, too, in refusing to provide for 
the continuation of the sugar equalization boar* 
Uist May and June members of that body fore- 
told the very thing that Is happening now.

AVIS >-E:ED IMMIGRATION. 


Prom the foreign language press of recent 


weeks comes an almost universal protest against 
the proposed drastic immigration laws now in 
congress. Those are not denunciatory of the gov- 
ernment as a- rule, or 
of America. They are 


penned, apparently, more in sorrow than In an- 
ge.r. And one la bound to admit the force of the 
arguments advanced that this is not the time to 
restrict immigration without careful discrimina- 
tion. The- immigrant has made the United States 
possible In Industrial and agricultural progress. 
Most of the troubles which we have encountered 
have been of our own making, due to our neglect 
of the newcomer and failure to appreciate our 
responsibility for him. It is too much to have 
expected that- he would come here and without 
an 
effort 
or 
opportunity 
become thoroughly 


Americanized. 
He wa& not given special atten- 


tion as a possible citizen, but was often exploited 
by his own people and by the politician for indi- 
vidual profit. 


He is the tiller of. many millions of American 


acres, the vital factor in industries with products 
of other millions. 
"We need him and he needs 


America and its opportunities. 
True, the crim- 


inal and the plotter should be met with a return 
ticket at.the entrance gate, but to forbid his com- 
iiift or to make it so hard for him to come that he 
will prefer South America, is to sacrifice our 
future. 


We need the five or six millions of Europeans 


right now -who are either homeless or are facing 
n future, hard and pitiless. We need him with 
his thrift and his desire to better himself, and any 
law which will raise a 'barrier so high that he and 
hisf—famTtp;.—cannot- enter should >o defeated in 


congress. "We need him on farms to produce food, 
and to speed up production everywhere. .

There has been no headway made by the Non- 


Partisan league in the southern 'counties of the 
state. It is largely in those, sections where the 
vote for Berger in 101S was worth noticing that 
the Non-Partisan league had its strongest follow- 
ing. What is aimed at.is to put through in Wis- 
consin the platform of socialistic chaos as has 
been done in -North Dakota, and the claim is 
made that the league will have the support o£ the 
LaFollette following, which is an extreme state- 
ment and very doubtful.
